K. 22, slip these sts. on to a 
piece of wool, K. 20 sts. for 1st finger, slip 
remaining 18 sts. on to a length of wool, complete 
as for left glove. 


Washing Instructions 

Use a good quality soap or soap flakes. Dip the garment in the suds, squeeze and work 
about to expel the dirt, but do not rub. Rinse in three lots of lukewarm water until all traces 
of soap have disappeared. Then squeeze out water without twisting and lay flat on a clean 
cloth to dry. The garment should never be dried by hanging over a line. By carefully following 
these instructions the garment should wear longer and keep its shape. On no account should 
soda or bleaching powder be used as these may affect the fastness of colours and damage the wool.
